Wherefore wee doc now publiſh(as wee 
have reccived them from better hands a confirmation 
of the Truth thereof with ſome circumſtances not in 
our former, and againſt which, let the moſt barking 
Curre open his mouth and ſay as formerly, God grant 
him the mulriplicatian of the like viRories and good 
ducceſſe untillall his nemics be vanquiſhed and a ge- 
herall Peace (cried inall the parts of Germeny, Amen:

F Hc King of Sweden having defeated the Imr 
| pcriall regunents, I wrote of 1a my lalt, re- 
tired againe and fatished his Campe the 
beſt he could, for he knew T «dy would not 
long tarry but come and viſite him. Bur be- 
J; forc T rlly came on himicltc hee had ſent 

we en, ccrtaine ſpies,and tent word to {ome other 
he had in the Kings army,todo him mach ſcruice as he thought 
would aſlure him ot the torall vitory over the King. They 
therefore having undertaken to naile the Ordnance of the 
Kings Canipe, at leaſt rowards that part where Tsly had eſpe- 
ciall; commanded it, and by that meanes make the fame quite 
uſeleſſe tor the King whe! he thould mott have necd of it, one 
of tholc fpies or traytors/tceling toine remorie in his con{ci- 
ence, diicovercd the plot to the King and was cauſe that the 
other were apprchended. Now T {ty hoping things wereper- 
formed according to his pleaſure, beganne to diſcharge his 
great Ordnance againſt the Kings qurter, and having ſpent 
aboue 60, thots, yet he did no harme thereby, excepr that one 
ſhot carriedaiway the head from the ſhoulders of a gentleman 
that having ſ{erued T «/ly had buta few dayes before beene ta- 
ken prifonergand anarme trom another ſouldier. For the King 
having put things in order did endure a'l without making one 
ſhot in anfwere, whereby Jelly was the more afſured 1n his 
hope and refolution, and theretore he ſent on ſome of his 
rro00Ppcs to attempt the Kings trenches, where they found no 
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great reſiftance, which T5lty (ceing, he ſuppoſed he ſhould 
quickly force and take all that quarter,andtothar end advanced 
and preſſed on with his army, when on a ſndden the Kings 
ordaance glayd at once amongſt the fame, and with chaire 
ſhot and What other ſhot cle was thought furteft to dettructi- 
on,madeatecat butchery of Ter army ; And the King art the 
ſame inſtant ſent forth Band# withithree regiments ot Horte, 
who ler fo rudcly into T {res Curraiſeers, that he flew a grear 
many and turned them to tliglit ; And ir 1s ſuppoſed, thar it 
the King had ſeconded him with the reſt of his arin;, he 
would hav edefeated all his enemies, and few would have ct- 
caped. Thus T*lly having tpedno better in this his reucngey 
then his Vanrgard had done betore him, made his retrcar, 
which was not inuch unlike untoa runiing away, leaving a 
number of his men priſoners and more {laine behinde him. 
Vponthe28. of luly, mv Lord Harquis Hamilton arrt- 
ved with all his fleete joytully at Srralſzxr, and all his men 
were in goed health. From thence he difparche] preſently a 
gentleman to the King, and we ſhall now daily heare ot his 
marchung turther and of his exploits, which Go doe profper.

The plague bginnes to be very furious 1n Sileſia, but yer 
notwithſtanding the Emperour hath given order to make an 
army therealſo againſt the King of Sweden, which ſhall con- 
filt of 1 5 000. men, and the ſaid army 1s already very {trong, 
and hath this great while befiedged the Swedes in Croflen, 
bur haveas yer done them no harme. The King of Sweden 
hath ſent for his forces that were 1 Sileſia to come to him, 
and thereby it is ſuppoſed, rhat the faid King and Ty, who 
1s ſomewhat retired back,unrill his army bereinforced againe, 
will not part, before they give one another a bloody batrcll. 
And at the Citrty of Hall, all the water of the ditches about the 
towne was of lateturned allinto blood, and hath beene ſeene 
by many hundred men of good fort who doc averre the (ame.

Beſides this on the laſt dav of Iulv laſt i1 the afternoone, there 
happened 11 thele Countries an exccedi 1g great ſtorme, 
and cipecnally tong the Eibe and about Magdcaburgh, where 
It was {oO gicat, that the violence of the wiid had certainly 
curicd both Tilly himiclte with Ins tear and Pavilion, ftan- 
ding not very farre from \Werben, away into the Elbe, had 
he not becne reſcued aud taved by his attendaats and Soul- 
c1erS.

T i#y being much ditÞlcatcd at the lofſe of the Cavalry which 
were detearcd by the King of Sweden on the 27%, of Iuty, 
did dreath nothing bur revengeavai(t Sweren, and therctore 
having advanceed with his maine army towards the Ki12 of 
Sweden, he had fere: all enterpriſes a1d gave muny o'ers a1d 
aſſawlts againſt the Kings Campe, which was well fortificd 
and proviced, as that King is accattoined to dog whereſyrver 
he doth excumpe himſelte. 7elty {ecing he could nor doe any 
great matter againſt him by torce, did vie alſo ſome other 
plots, to bereave the King of the uſe ot his ordnance, W here- 
by the King did mightily annoy him, and having ſome ſecret 
intchgence with tome fouldicrs that (ſerved the King, he cor- 
rupted them tonaile the taid ordnance againſt St. lames day, 
which day T «ily intended to aitault the Kings Campe. Bur 
one of thoſe ſouldiers or Traytors diſcoveredthe matter unto 
the King, who keeping it ſecret, gave order for that dayes 
worke, on which Ty began toptav with his great Ordnance 
diſcharging about 80.ſhots,during which time no anſiver nor 
ſhot was made from the Kings Campe. Therefore Fully (ent 
ſome of his horſe to skirmiſh, who cameunder the Kings ord- 
nance, but yet were not thot at exccpt by ſome muſquetiers, 
winch the King ſuffered now and then to give fire againſt 
them ; T!ly ſeeing no ordnance play againſt him, {uppoſed 
thatindeed the Kings ordnance had beene natled, and rhere- 
upon gave a furious aſſault upon the Campe. Then the King 
cauſed his ord14 ice 0114 fudden to play through the middeſt 
of the Imper 1altſts. Andioone after he maJea ſally with his 
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horſe and ſome of his Infantery, and forced the Imperiyliits 
to withdraw into their owne quarters. The two next dayes 
011C atter another Ty tryed againe his tortunc againlt the 
King of S$iveden, but he was alwates (O well : ecetved, that at 
lalt his me 1 had no more minde rocoine on, vurt retiriag were 
by the Swedith torces that followed them, c:pectall; by the 
Swedith drago1ers to overhaſtentcd,that ma1y loſt rh1cir lives, 
and leftbehi1d thecma great number of their \V 193015, bag- 
gage and peeces of ordnance. 1: retired iio Magllonburgiy, 
41 what he will now doe isnot k10wne; he icends tor torces 
to joyne with him, whichdaily coine marching from ſeverall 
places. The King dath the like ; Some thi ike « 5.ly will make 
an attempt avout the river of Haycl, but lo.1g he cannot tub- 
fiſt, for the King hath his provilions and victualls comming 
to him without any let, where 7-/ly hath none but what is 
brought very farre downe from Germany to his army, where 
there is already {uch adearth, that a loate of bread coſts a Flo- 
r!'1 of gold, which isa trench crowne ; whereby it is thuught 
Tully muſt either goe backe againe or tart ying but a while lor.- 
ger, lufter extreamity.

It i certaine that the King of Sweden hath deteated on the 
1 7. ot luly laſt at night, foure whole impcriall Regiments, 
flayiag a great number, and among the tame Colloncll Berr- 
fem, tor whom there is heere wade great lameatation, but 
more eſpecially by his Siſter, becauſe he was the laſt ot his 
family. HMontecxcnly we do heare was not pretent, being then 
in $ile(ia ; But his regiment -was wholly detcated, and parti- 
cularly three Companies therevt were all {laine !o that not one 
man thereof elcaped. There eſcaped foine tew with tucha 
{wiftneſle, that they left all they had behind, running away 
1n their (hirts, as they came our of their beds. \V< cannot 
know the tructh of all particulars, bt itoine ot them conteſle, 
they lolt at the leaſt abut tennc Coracts and toure Eniges, 
and withall all their baggage, Since that accident there comes 
newves of ſome 0: her encounter and fighting betweene my 
at 
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and Sweden. But we can ſcldome underſtand the certzinty of 
things here, where allis related as the Imperiatifts will have 
it : Bur we perceive 1o much by their lookes and behaviours, 
that their laſt newes are not !o good as they doc like a1d wiſh 
it, 
Meane while the army that the Enperour hath in Sileſiz, 
having not doneany thing y&t worthy of relation is now to 
be augmented, and to thar end there are ſent out of Bohemia, 
5000. Men, gathered ia this kingdome and in Moravia. And 
there are 5000. Hungarians and Crabats to follow and jojne 
with the (aid ys whichisc»mmanded by generall ' «fer - 
bach, who ſhall bring the {ame allo againſt the King of 
Sweden.

Thearmy of the Lendgrave of Hefſen Cafſell, doth lay 
great impoſition and deſire a conſtant contribution from the 
Biſhoprick of Hir{hficld, uſing them as the Imperialiſts and 
Leauge did an1 doe ule all other Proteſtants : But whether 
this will hold, ( unleſſe the King of Sweden come dc eper 
into Germany ) vrmot , 1s uncertaine.

hail dilatedits torceabroad, as it wrought and flew altogether 
upward, it had endanvered the whole vany of the States lying 
in the River before Huetdun and the towne of Hucidon it 
ſcite, beſides the icile of allthe Aininunitio! and Proviton tor 
the Ariny which lay in theſe ſhips. The Marchant fled bur 
the Shipinaiter was laid hold on and clapt 11 priton: there 
was inthe Buth onely one little boy kiid.

T is21 apparent a 1d naked truth. That the Burgamaſters, 
COU:ICE. i, and Citizcns or the City CAM ox: e beareh cuuld 
in no wile be diaivn and periwaded to disburſe a rca'0- 
nable ſumme of money, (upon good aſſu;ance) for the ad- 
va"cuncnt of the levving and :ailiag of forces, for is Maic- 
fty ot »weden, teadig to the relief and deliverance of the 
fud diſtrefſed itty in particula:, and reducement of the com- 
mon Germain Libertics and Piiviledges, in generall. Much 
lefle would they any wiſe content and permit,the lcaſt quarter 
be Some v9 his Maicſty and his grace the Adininiſt ators 
of Magdenbur gh,their conjoyned forces ; till at the laſt, by rca- 
ſon of the encunic* blocking uf them up, chis laſt ſiedge, they 
were co npcllcd thercunto. 

W hich was the caulc, that both whe horſe and foot-fore-s 
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erther might, nor would aggregate, in ſuch a compleat num- 
ber,and ſo oppo: tunely as both they could haue done, and was 
requilite, in{0.nuch that, the enemy gained conuenien cy aid 
opportunity to blocke up, and oeliedge the ſaid Citty,by the 
meanes wherof his Mai. was of neceihty conftrainet ſomewhat 
to &C:ih,a 14 his intention ayminy at the gence ul and publike 
guod,uvas thereby withdrawnezand exceedingly hindred, 
But to the e:11, that all men may tully be acquainted with 
the cau'cs which moved his Mai.to this refulution to afſeinble 
2 convenicnt a'1 1 reaſonable ariny 11 that place afore mentio- 
ned. We tnuſt know ; that even than,where lus Princely gracc 
the Aadmigiitrator of Magdenourgh,tn the end of luly 11 the 
yeare palt 1 630, cainc into the Cilty, the whole Biſhop: ick of 
Magdenburg was very deſtitute of Imperiail troupes, a 1d fur- 
niſhed with very weake garriſo:1. So that his Princcly grace 
wanted nothing except thedtoretaid monies tor the raifing of 
ſouldiers ; which ifupon earneſt requeſt, and ſoliciting of the 
faid Cirty Mag 4enburgh he could have obrained,inavery fhy t 
ſpace he might very eaiily have raiſed and aſſembled together 
certainc thou,auds of nea,and by that meancs haue prevented 
and put by the fiedge, which Papenheym hath then begun with 
very few forces, vea he might than have diverted the \wholc 
Statc of that warre, have wathdrawn all warlike proviſion and 
neceffaries from the enemy, andaffembled his forces even with- 
in the Citty. He might alio have built an inexpngn2ble forrior 
Tower, a1 haveco 1ſtitated Sedew Fell, to ſecond, and e- 
fendall the adjacent places againſt the na{pcakable Tyranny, 
and percciving impoſitions of is a4veriary. And here we 0- 
Mit roſpeake ofall other important and many conſcquences 
of warre. Eſpecially,this ts to be regarded, rhat this Citty b 
this meanes might 10 long have bin preſerved vntill his Mat, 
of Sweden hal quite expelled and ninted all the _ forces 
1aPomerania,an 1 uponthe river Olzr. Howſoever, the com- 
mon people of rhis Citty are 11 this matter very excaſable, 
whoby reiſo1of the potent favorites and trait5rs-which the 
eacmy had drawn to him in that Cirtty, were not able to pro- 
cecd with a couragious and inanly reſolution. VW hich may (uf- 
jently appcare by the woctull and lameatadle rune ry 
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faid Citty, which the treacherous Machination of thoſe tray- 
tors of their owne Countrey, brought upon the fame, and 
is mcerely to be impatcd u:1ro them tor in all this they have 
pcevailed. 

Bur gotwithſtanding all this, it may eaſily appeare, and by 
thoſe C irties the n{clves be made manifelt, &s vigilant care 
and diligence his Mai. hath taken, and beſtiried huniclfe for 
the obtaining of the ſaid moy.tes by exchange from the Cirty 
Ham"ugh and Lubeck, and traniported the fame to Magden- 
bu gh, bccau.e thev, by rcaſon of the Scituation of that piace 
had 1o0t opportunity and could not furniſh ſuch meanes, not- 
withſtanding it e0yld be prov.d ealily, that it was not ſo 1m. 

oible for th&myas their excuſe would make it. So that this 
Pulein the very firſt beginning is not to be aicribed ro his 
Mai. nor his Princely grace the Adminiltrator of Magden- 
burgh. Bur tothole traytors and founders of ini{chicte on the 
one, and 'o their contorts and adhereats, who furniſhed the 
ence; with munirton,p: ovifion &c. on the orher (ide. 

And although that his Mai. fince that time hath made oner 
great ſumimesof money tor the maintenance ot rhe ſouldiers, 
and alfo hath tranſported much provition and all warlike ne- 
ceſſaries to Magdenburgh, and prouifed the faid Cirty his 
Kingly ay'd and de iverance, at teverall rimes. Neverthcleffe 
thotc thatare acquainted and skuled 1 Pollitick and warlike 
affajres,doe know that chute k11d of promt es are regulated 
according to conver tence y and according fo the po.libility 
of men, and the ſtate of things. And are not to be taken fo ab- 
ſurdly,as ifrhe Kings maicity of neceiTity mult for fatisfaHion 
of his promiſe m de, endanger and hazard the common wel- 
fare, thedeliverance of to many hundred thouſand foules and 
conequently his whole ro: all State, his Kingdomeand Cour 
trey, or rather rwinate and utterly u doe the whole wor ke be- 
g4nc,andieave all in adeſpc: ate ſtare and Condition. W he: e- 
as at the firſt this Citry might cafily have bin holpcn wirh the 
lcaſt ſupply. And vet furthermore we doe ſhew and declare, 
that his Mat. notwithſtanding them abouc mentioned reatos 
hath uſcd 214d reached forth his beſt and extreame endeavour 
to relicue and deliver this Cittr, but hath bin hindered ad 
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prevented, and kept back by ſuch obſtacles and hindera1ces, 


as were impoilible tor him to ſhary W hichbeing deinonſtra- 
ted we are fully perſwaded that no man being unpartiall, aud 
voyd of palion, and 11 his right ſences andtemp-r, will any 
© 42 in this point accuſe andimpute any caulc unto his Mas 
Jerry”. 

It is well knowne, not onely to the whole Empire bur 
throvghout the whole Chrittian world, that an huge dr 
all army being enquartered in the two Dukedoies ot Pommcra- 
nia and Mcchlenburgh , had than alrcady cut off the paſſage 
from the Eaſt-ſea to Magdenburgh , which great army 1n 
Chainpagne ( eſpecially in horſe forces) did farre exceed the 
army of his Mateſty of Sweden, which was the cauſe that it 
proved impoſTiale for his Maiclty with his weake Army te 
ftrike tho10uzh fo puiflant an Army, bceeing enquartered in 
{oſtrong a paſſage, and paſſe quite thorough his Enemics the 
length of torty Dutch miles, unleſſe firlt hee had confirmed 
hicaſclfe in ſome place, and had ſome footing ia that ſtrange 
Countrey. | 

It is alſo ſutficiently knowne , that notwithſtanding his 
Maicſty uſedall poſliblt mcanes, labourcd as ſoone as pollible 
might bee to advance his chiefdt Troupes, and indact thein 
into thoie parts. Neve: theleſſc, it was 12 the moneth '\g- 
vember, 1630. before theſe forces arrived. 

W hich, when hce had received 2nd reduced into his army 
under him the w holc cold V\ inter, ayming clpecially toattaine 
to the deliverance of the ſayd City Magdenburgi. Ir is to 
bee doubted, whether or no, a:1y man in fo rigid and ſharpe 
a Winter, and in the middcſt of ſo many inconveniences, 
22d pailing thorough ſo many obſtacles, hatiz ever effected 
ſo much and in ſo thort a ſpice. . For by meages of this 
his Maicſties incomparable labour in this hard time, it plea- 
ſed Almighty God, (from whom proce ds all -+ tocy ) to de- 
liver up into the hands of his- Mateity with a1.nirable vito- 
ry, thoſe two mighty paſſages of Gartz and '>. ie 1hagen. 
W hich if his Maic{t; ha not obtained, it had bin impo- 
ſible for him, anc very unadviſedly done, to have proceed d 
any farther, unlel!c his Maieſty contrary to al: rulcs a d 
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Inftructions of warre, and contrary to reaſon and pdli- 
ticke prudcncie , would hauc hazarded and cnJangered 
the common weltare and his uwne ſtate, ana rutiarcd tum 
both . 

Now by reaſon of this admirable vitory which it plea- 
ſed Almighty God to afford his Maicſty, he obtained to 
much advantage of his Encmy, that he might caſily have 
fallen uppon the very head of him, and utterly rui- 
natcd all his forces, and conſequently (by Gods ailiſtance,) 
without great hinderance, or loſſe have delivered the 
ſaid Cirty Magde h. If his Mateſty , could but have 
obtained the paſlage and thoroughfare, through the ſtrorg 
en4 mighty tortreſſe Cuſtrin, which he ſought and required 
ofthe commander Kracbri#, who then commanded there, 
with earneit iatreaty and ſupplication,upon good aſlurance. 

Hereupon did follow very great inconveniences. His 

through want of vitualls and turniturey was con- 
ſtrained to let his enemy elcape and retire to Lantsbergh, 

His Royall Army alu by reaſon hereof happened into f(c- 
verall dangers and extreamities. The Catholick blood-thi:- 
ſty Enemy by this meanes was not ruinated, who otherwiſe 
was brought imo a remedileſſe confulion. Neither could his 
Maicſty wholly purge' the River Elue, and all the Countrey 
berweene the Elue and the Ecſt-{ea, trom theſe b'oody and 
cruell Enemics. Much letle could his Matefty relicuc and {:- 
eond the reſt of the Evangclicall Princes with a viRoriua ; 
hand. W ho now are extreainely in danger to loo!e all 1\1- 
rituall and remporall libertrtes and privi'edges. 

All theſe inconveniences did henc- procecd, becauſe his 
Maieſty could not obtain the aforeſaid paiſage of Cultttn tron 
the Commander Krac brew. 

If any one of jet heere, thar his Majeſty cught to have 
condu ted and brought his Army into 413 Encunes face the 
General' T «t, andiouzed him up with his Army. Wee hc 
al: eady ſhewed , that his Maicſties army, was excec.!ingly 
wea ied,indthar whote winter gricvouſl; weakened. An by

\V hichifir had not well {fuccceded,as apparently 1 m3 ut wor, 
the good City e M 4:der:barge had tai cd never the better. 

\W hen T8 was retired out of Ponera'ua and Mechlenburgh, 
than was the ( ity « Megdenburgh aſſaulted with the greateſt 
and extreaincſt poiver, ſothat itis in 10 wite to be 1mputed to 
his Mateſty thar the fayd City was not delivered. Co: erning 
the time whileſt this ficdgedid continue, 1t 1s not unknowne 
that the Emperors amy being (trong before both of horſe and 
fo>r,11d having talce1 thoſe atoreſaid paſſages by the V4cr,did 
retortifie themiclves and adde unto thor torces 12000. and 
came intoa perfit {tate and poſture, in the \irwmarch, Orger- 
mareh, eſpecially at Francforr, Lamb ». h, and the Countrey of 
Steynbrrgh a 1d the Province of Cr-f -, Morcover the Genc:all 
T «ty with many thouſands both fuot a1d norte being enquar. 
tered on this ſide of the Elveand Mockere!, was very vigilant, 
and did ducly attendall occaſions. In'oinach that it was not 
p:auſible for his Maj. to leave luch a1 Ariny as was before men- 
tioned behind his back, and mecting the Gene: a:l ”*4iy by thar 
meanes, to thi ult hymſcite between the doore and the hindge, 
Inter Aſlam * mon ew. 

Notwithſtanding all this, his Majcſt.of Sweden to ſhew and 
manifeſt his Chriſtian reſolution, a1d good renin for the 
reſtoring and recovering of the Ger.naine itdert' es and privi- 
ledges of the Proteſtant Churches, & for the di: charguig 0 his 
Majeſtics Conſcience, and for his 1 eputation, with a Heroicice 
courage did aſſault the very heart of the w hole linpe: 14ll Ariny 
within the City Frexcforr, thar buing at leaſt 700 . ftrong. 
W here, with extraordinary victory ( which it p'ea'cd od 11 
reſpect of his Chriſtian intention to afford hin) hee deteate l, 
overcame,and utterly ruinated them, fo that nv.v hee had no 
ſuch caule more to feare his enciny behind im. Hoivioever 
this 15 to be conſidered, that i: a very ſhort ſpace 5000. inci 
were againe recolle ted rogether, under the Comander $ch1% - 
werbaryh at great Glogay 11 Silefa, which 600V. men by all 
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likelihood, by reaſon of the confluxe of many forces from Sile- 
fa, Mehr en, Bohemia, and Hungaria, might have beene excee- 
dingly augmented. 

Notwithſtanding, but ditregarding all this, as alſo that Ge- 
nerall 3 +6 could caitly adjovne his torces to the reſt;tran{por- 
ting them over the Elve by mcanes of the Bridge layd necre 
uNro * Manat nturgh, Ins May. did {0 much reſpe.t, and tender 
the good City Afagaerburyb, that not tearing the great danger 
attcr good deliberation, himiclte in perſon, with his whole 
Army marched to Berlyn,there to obtaine the ſtrong fort Span- 
dau, to the end that his May. in tune of neceility might have a 
ſure retreat. W hich having obtained, his Maj. procceded for- 
ward on the way to Potzdam, hoping that whereas the ſaving 
of the City e Megderburgh dil lo deeply concerne the Prince 
] I: tor of Saxony, that his P:1acely Excellence would ailiſt 
him with ſome. troupes and certaine picces of Ordnance, mu- 
nition, powder ſhot &c. for the turthering of this great'and 
heauy enterprize of relieving the City Magdenburgh, or at 
leaſtwaſe, aftoor ding him a free paſſage and thorough-fare over 
the Daſſaw-bridge, by which meanes his Majeſty might have 
reccivedall manner of neceſlaries from 4feyſ:n, and more con- 
ventently have paſſed along the River neere unto the City in- 
tended, Therefore his Maj. did to this end ſend (everall me(- 
ſengers, with divers moving aad extreame patherticall letters. 
The chiefeſt whereof were baſely kept backe aboue 14.dayes, 

Laſtly, when now the time of dcltvery was approaching and 
neceſſity required no longer delay ; and therefore his Majeſty 
had brought up his Army tonndertake the maine baſineſſe, and 
now Or never to effet ſome notable thing for the common 
good. The Ele tor of 5$4xeny fruſtrated Is expeRation, and 


" flatly denycd hun all his former requeits, appealing to his du- 


ty and devotion which they vowed,and the obligation where- 
with they were obliged to his Impe. 1all Majeſty. 

As concerning the Marquis of &renaenbargh, his Excellence 
(notwithſtanding his Matcſty might have depended upon his 
ailiſtance) did nor deliver or at leait:ivilc could not deliver, un- 
ro his Mate(ty , thoſe neceflaries of victuals and ſhipping in 
{uchtime and meaſure as was expected and requiſite, But ra- 
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ther had a reſpect and did appeale to the example and reſoluti- 
on of the ane © —_— of 5- 1 etnies 
In ſamme, the Duke of \axony,and t is 
burgh, have both of them ſo managed the bulinefle qnd caricd 
theculclves, that his Maiclty could not perceive w they 
wes triend> or enemies 
W heretore the p cmiſſes being granted, all his Maieſties 
chiefe Commanders have veene .0u3d to confeſle, 214 ail exe 
ericaced in matters of Warre cannot deay it. That i: hug 
Maicity had ca ched forward without being aflured of provie

Eipecially, fince bee eat 
doth appearc, that his Maicſty hath ulcd his utgrmoit power 
and cadcaveur.
